In the breeze ot 
the"evening'that swept up from tlYo val- 
ley the fire was fanned from beneath the , 
timbers. 'Although he fought for several 
minutes, Sweeney was helpless against 
the spreading fire.

light, and spread the alarm.

State Mineralogist and Federal 


Official in Harmony—Past 


Acts Deplored. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Au*. IT.—The con- 


ferences held between Commissioner R. 
A. Ballinger and State Mineralogist Lewis 
E. Aubury, relative to the fraudulent ac-t 
qulsltion of mineral land In California, 
ias brought a better understanding' be- 
tween the two officials, who will co-op- 
erate In ferreting out, the frauds and at- 
tempted fraudulent; entries. 
A farce of 
special agents has been in the field, and 
active investigations are already in prog- 
ress. Aubury has completed the data and 
evidence . In his possession and will turn 
:henv over to officials of the government 
:oday. 
Concerning the fraudulent prac- 
:ices in securing mineral lands, Aubury 
said yesterday: 


CRITICISMS IN PAST. 
"For several years the State 'Mineral- 
ogist has criticized the methods of special 
igents and other land officials, who havo 
been sent to California to-Investigate con- 
ditions; also the dilatory tactics adopted 
by the General Land Office in the prose- 
cution of fraudulent - entries on mineral 
and. On account of these lax methods, 
hundreds of thousands- of acres of min- 
eral land have been grabbed, particularly 
n Northern 
California.; and 
extending 
rom Siskiyou to Kern county. A large 
portion of this mineral land contains fine 
XKlles of timber, and the wealthy lumber 
corporations of the East have bent every 
effort to acquire it. , Other' mineral'lands, 
fit only for grazing purposes, have been 
acquired by the stockmen.

Th« prosecution's "statement 
that It 


Is possessed of this Information is -worthy 
of credence notwithstanding, the general 
reputation of that combination for truth 
and veracity. It is known that the pros- 
ecution has direct sources of information 
from the quarter of the Supreme Court 
and having "this avenue open to, it, un- 
doubtedly is correctly informed. 
The 


course of the prosecution in assailing the 
members of the Supreme Bench'by innu- 
endo is Indicative of their chagrin at the 
Information said to have been furnished 
them direct. Previously thSy have con- 
flned themselves to attempts to assas- 
sinate the jcharabter of private citizens 
and trial jurors that differed from them 
In their policy of revenge; and In at- 
tempting to browbeat ,and otherwise !n- 
tlinldate, Superior Judges who were not 
afrienable to the program of private ma- 
lignity. Now, in their desperation they 
have attacked the highest court In .the 
State with an evident Intent to intimi- 
date. In doing this they have angered 
the very source of the law, the people of 
the State and for whom'the Supreme Jus- 
tices Interpret the law In the Interests -of 
Justice and equity. \ 


GOING INTO* POLITICS, 


Already the so-.oalled prosecution is 


threatening to abandon Its prosecution 
and devote its attention to politics, tha 
latter being now deemed the only remain- 
ing channel by which it may effect Its 
private revenges. 
The political -field Is 


not a new one to the Spreckels, Heney, 
Spring Valley, Bill Burns' band* of mis- 
sionaries in the labor of reform. .Early in 
the controversy they offered Eugene BJ.

vance information the details of the deci- 
sion of the Supreme Court guaranteeing 
the writs: of prohibition, it has not seen 
fit to give them publicity as yet.

Lonergan received ?600 in markedl bills 


and agreed to vote to defeat the ordi- 
nance.

sent a man to Lonergan with a request 
that he cash a check of $500 for him. 
The purpose of the prosecution was to 
recover the marked money that it might 
be used as evidence against the boodle 
supervisor. 
But Lonergan was too foxy. 


Hg went to a near-by bank and secured 
$500 in small gold, with which he cashed 
the check of his "friend." 
The failure 


of Detective Bill Burns to secure the evi- 
dence" against Lonergan at that time was 
the reason for the setting of the. second 
trap with Heney, Burns and Spreckels 
taking turns at the keyhole of the folding 
doors to see that the latter's money did 
not go astray a second time.

and 


presence were no longer required. 


"Why was I a witness before the 


Grand Jury at the tlme^the Board of 
Supervisors made their confessions? 
I was present in the witness-room all 
day long to see that my clients car- 
ried out their part of the immunity 
contract and to advise them as to 
their rights. There was an agreement 
that Mr. Heney was to ask the Su- 
pervisors questions so that they could 
answer 'yes' or 'no.' While I was In 
the witness-room I called out Mr. He- 
ney on several occasions having been 
told by my clients that he was not 
living up to his part of the contract. 


"After staying: in the witness-room 


until after midnight, in order to throw 
off Buspiclon, it was agreed with Mr. 
Heney that I was to appear as a wit- 
ness In the Grand Jury room. 
Of 


course, I refused to testify on 
the 


ground that the communications of 
my clients were confidential. 
It was 


•ome time before the Grand Jurors 
realiMd that a Joke had been played 
upon them.

"I dwlre to repeat that I never gave 


any copy of a contract, to any paper j 
outside of the Utter that was recent- 
ly published in 'The Examiner.' After 
having been successful 
In bringing 


about the Indictments they were able 
to return, they are now finding fault 
with me on account of rnjsstepe they 
have made in the past. The fact Is 
that the testimony taken before-the 
Grand Jury in the case of the Su- 
pervisors was furnished- copiously to 
tn« press, and Mr. Heney knows well 
enough who gave it out. I had no 
copies. No one can truthfully say I 
ever received one cent from the press 
for any information, for I never gave 
them any Information. I have only 
doo* myr<3ttty M I have *e«B it,** .'

J. F, Upson, who Is accused by Mayor 


W. Parker Lyon of Fresno of printing an 
unspeakably vile booklet attacking the 
mayor and his family, has a criminal rec- 
ord that has astonished tho local police 
He has been identified as Joe Upson, one 
of the triost notorious swindlers and con- 
fidence men that has ever operated on 
the coast 
About ten years ago Upson mode his 


first acquaintance with the polite of San 
Francisco 
At that time he had a print- 


Ing plant on Commercial street, where he 
was engaged in turning out counterfeit 
lottery tickets by the thousand 
The 
worthless tickets were sold to lottery 
hawkers at lower prices than the regular 
dealers in the business would dispose of 
them and he did an immense business. 
Despite numerous raids on his establish- 
ment, Upson managed *o thrive in his un- 
lawful trade 


GIVEN TWO YEARS. 


As early as 1S88 Upson was arrested 


on a charge of having counterfeiting flies- 
in his possession and sentenced to two 
years in the House ol Correction.

was pardoned later by Governor Stone-

In 1888 Upson served sixty days for 


vagrancy 
About eight years later he 


ivae arrested and charged with having 
lottery tickets in his possession. 
He was 


adjudged guilty on this charge and sen- 
tenced to pay a flne of $300 and serve stx 
months In the city jail 
He appealed 


from the decision of the court, but the" 
judgment was affirmed and the sentence 
went into effect on January 9, 1896.

of aiding and abetting lottery.

AS BARK_GOES ASHORE 


BUENOS AYRES, AUK. 17.—Details re-

The widening Is to bo done 
by adding twenty feet on the south side

At the present time, the roadway on 
Twelfth street between Fallon street and 
Boulevard has a width of eighty feet, 
but by including the part Jnaide the north 
curb, it has a nldth of 100 feet. 
By 
tacking on twenty feet on the south aide, 
the width referred to of 120 feet would be 
secured. At it is the width of Twelfth 
street, east of the Boulevard is only 
eighty feet, but the additional twenty feet 
on the south side of the

would give it the increased width of 100 
feet. This Improvement would necessitate 
the changing of the culvert to the ex- 
tent of twenty feet.
